The John Sinclair Audio collection (1929-1987; bulk, 1965-1991) includes 
cassettes, reel-to-reel tapes, promotional material, album art, and posters 
for jazz concerts, poetrv readings, radio programs, and organizational 
board meetings all related to Sinclair's work with jazz musicians in Detroit 
and Ann Arbor, Michigan. Artists documented in the collection include 
Sam Sanders, Lyman Woodard, Marcus Belgrave, Harold McKinney, 
Dizzy Gillespie, Herbie Hancock, and Sun Ra. Concert venues include 
World Stage, Cobb's Corner, Jazz Gallery, and the Detroit Institute of 
Arts. The collection also contains records from several organizations with 
which Sinclair was involved: Strata Associates, the Detroit Jazz Center, 


the Jazz Research Institute, and the Allied Artists Association. 
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Administrative Histories 


Several organizations of which John Sinclair was a member or founder are documented in this collection. 
The organizations were closelv related and at manv times served similar purposes and involved the same 
people. As a result, their records are sometimes intermingled. 


Strata Corporation was formed in 1969 to "engage in the production, distribution, and management of 
creative and performing arts endeavors," as well as to encourage entrepreneurship in the arts and provide 
avenues of expression and exhibition for local artists. The corporation consisted of several divisions and 
affiliated organizations (Strata Records, Strata Productions, Strata Sound Studios, Strata Associates, 
Strata Media, Synergy Music Co., and Hot Man Distribution). Ron Brooks, Ken Cox, Ron English, and 
Charles Moore all served on the corporation’s Board of Directors at various points in its existence. Strata 
Corporation's record label, Strata Records, produced and distributed albums for Detroit-area musicians, 
including the Contemporary Jazz Quintet and Lyman Woodard's "Saturday Night Special" in 1975. Strata 
Associates provided booking, publicity, and management consulting services for musicians and arts 
organizations. 


The Detroit Jazz Center (DJC) was formed in 1977 by Detroit-based jazz musicians and composers 

in response to needs expressed at an open forum on jazz. DJC was originally sponsored by the Allied 
Artists Association and the Jazz Research Institute to “develop the region’s first durable multi-focused 
jazz institution” with continuing programs in jazz performance, jazz orchestra development, jazz studies, 
jazz archives, mass communication, and developmental services to the jazz community. 


Allied Artists Association, Inc. was a non-profit arts development organization founded in 1972. It 

was made up of “musicians, educators, archivists, broadcasters, journalists, and concerned members of 
the Detroit arts community, with a deep commitment to the immediate and long-range preservation of 
jazz, African-American music and the creative arts in general.” The association was involved with the 
Composers Concepts concert series and the Ann Arbor Blues & Jazz Festivals. Marcus Belgrave and Ron 
English served on its Board of Directors. The Jazz Research Institute was involved with jazz education 
and produced such publications as Herb Boyd and Leni Sinclair’s Detroit Jazz: Who’s Who. 


Biography 


John Sinclair was born on 2 October 1941 in Flint, Michigan. He studied American literature at Albion 
College and The University of Michigan Flint, where he earned an A.B. degree. He then completed 
coursework for an M.A. in American Literature at Wayne State University, but did not finish his 
thesis. He was a prolific writer and editor, and worked on several jazz and poetry publications. In 1965 
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he married Leni Arndt, who became his partner in manv of his political and musical ventures and 
photographed or recorded manv of the concerts Sinclair produced. 


Sinclair was active in the Detroit poetry, jazz, arts, and counterculture communities in the 1960s, and was 
instrumental in starting such organizations as the Detroit Artists’ Workshop and its campus counterpart, 
the Wayne State University Artists’ Society, the Jazz Research Institute, and the Jazz Development 
Workshop. All of these organizations focused on collaboration and cooperation among artists. Sinclair 
also organized several local ensembles, including the Detroit Contemporary 4, and taught classes at 

the Artists’ Workshop Free University. In 1969, Sinclair was sentenced to 9 ¥2 to 10 years in prison for 
possession of two marijuana cigarettes. His imprisonment eventually led to a 1971 rally at Crisler Arena 
in Ann Arbor at which John Lennon and Yoko Ono appeared. The Michigan Supreme Court overturned 
Sinclair’s conviction three days after the rally. 


Following his release, Sinclair founded a community-service based music business organization called the 
Rainbow Multi-Media Corporation. He also produced an array of jazz concerts in Detroit and Ann Arbor, 
including the Ann Arbor Jazz and Blues Festival from 1972-1974. In 1975, he moved back to Detroit 
where he founded the Detroit Jazz Center, taught at Wayne State University, hosted radio programs on 
WDET, and continued to produce and record jazz concerts. He worked and raised his family in Detroit for 
the remainder of the 1970s and 1980s. 


Sinclair moved to New Orleans in 1991 and has spent time since then touring the United States and the 
world as a performer, poet, and activist. 


Scope and Contents note 


The John Sinclair Audio Collection contains manuscript materials, sound recordings, and album art. It 
documents primarily Sinclair's work with the Detroit Artists' Workshop, the Detroit Jazz Center, Strata 
Associates, and jazz musicians in Detroit and Ann Arbor from 1965-1984. Few items exist from the 
years during Sinclair's 1969-1971 imprisonment for marijuana possession. The sound recordings are on 
cassette, 5", 7", and 10" reels. They consist mainly of live performances, studio recordings, rehearsals, 
interviews, and radio spots. Also included are some poetry readings and meeting proceedings. 


The RECORDINGS series is arranged into three main subseries, Music, Spoken Word, and Unidentified. 
The Music subseries is further divided into Performance and Studio Sessions, Anthologies and Samplers, 
Music of Detroit Radio Program, and Sound of Detroit Radio Program. Most items in this series are fairly 
well documented, with personnel lists and set lists written on the containers. The series contains several 
multiple-night or multiple-set runs by a given artist. Notable artists appearing on the recordings include 
Sam Sanders, Lyman Woodard, Marcus Belgrave, Harold McKinney, Dizzy Gillespie, Herbie Hancock, 
and Sun Ra. The concerts are performed at such venues as World Stage, Cobb's Corner, Jazz Gallery, and 
the Detroit Institute of Arts. 


The STRATA CORPORATION series contains business records that further document the performers, 
organizations, events, and venues represented in the recordings. The series includes material from the

early to mid-1970s. It is divided into the following subseries: Strata Affiliates and Subsidiaries, Strata 
Associates, Strata Corporation, Strata Educational and Social Services, Strata Productions, Subject 
Files, and Marketing and Promotional Material. The series contains financial records, personnel records, 
contracts, flyers and mock ups, drafts of album art. 


The DETROIT JAZZ CENTER series documents the work of several organizations that existed to 
promote jazz and the arts in Detroit during the late 1970s and early 1980s. It is divided into the following 
subseries: Allied Artists Association, Detroit Jazz Center, Jazz Development Workshop, Jazz Research 
Institute, Save Orchestra Hall--A Night at the Paradise, and Subject Files. The series contains financial 
records, grant applications, marketing material, artist biographies, contracts, and invoices. 


The ALBUM & POSTER ART series consists of artwork for recordings released on the Strata 
Corporation's record label. 


Documentation of the Detroit Artists' Workshop and Wayne State University Artists' Society cannot be 
found in this collection, they are located at the Bentley Historical Library at The University of Michigan.
